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Art Williams visits Mr. Rogers’ neighborhood 


(Editor’s Note: The following arti- 
cle was published in The Troy 
Progress and is special to The 
Elba Clipper. Janine Treadwell, 
editor of The Troy Progress, wrote 
the article.) 

It was a beautiful day in the 
neighborhood when Art Williams 
sat down at a piano in Studio A to 
play for a man who had been a major 
force in his life. 

As he played the title song from 
public television’s longest running 
program, Mr. Rogers’ Neighbor- 
hood, the man himself, Fred Rogers, 
began to sing softly, “It’s a beautiful 
day in the neighborhood.” 

For Williams, thal experience was 
one of the most special moments in 
his life. For years, he had admired 
the man who invited him each day 
into his neighborhood. For young 
Art Williams, Mr. Rogers’ neighbor- 
hood was a fascinating and wonder- 
ful place. Mr. Rogers had an impact 
on his life that would give it direc- 
tion and purpose. 

Williams’ fascination with chil- 
dren’s television began early. 

As a child, he sat spellbound at 
the wonders of WSFA-TV’s Young 
World with Marge Payne. The pup- 
pets on the show sparked Williams’ 
interest and soon he was writing 
“back and forth” with the show’s 
host. He started to create his own 
puppets and set up a set similar to 


the one on Young World in his own 
home. 

When he was 8 years old, Wil- 
liams and his puppets were invited to 
perform on the show. He became 
somewhat of a regular guest on the 
show and received invitations to per- 
form all across the television vic! 
ing area. 

When Young World went off the 
air, Williams moved to Mr, Rogers’ 
neighborhood. 

However, he was not content to 
just watch the program. He wanted 
to be a neighbor in a more personal 


way so he began corresponding with J 


Mr. Rogers. 

Every time the program aired, 
Williams was there, all eyes and 
ears, 

What his eyes couldn’t see, his 
ears heard...the unique playing style 
of the man on Mr. Rogers’ piano. 

“My first musical experience was 
with Johnny Costa,” Williams said. 
“T wanted to play just like him,” 

Costa was a noted jazz pianist 
and longtme musical director for the 
program. His style of playing, spon- 
taneous composition, usually indi- 
cates that no printed music is availa- 
ble for what is being played, so no 
music was available for the way 
Costa played. 

Mr. Rogers’ Songbook contained 
simplified music from the program 
but Williams wanted to play like 


Johnny Costa. Fortunately, there was 
so much demand for Costa’s music 
from adults, that Rogers produced an 
album titled Johnny Costa Plays Mr. 
Roger's Neighborhood Jazz. 

Williams listened to the album 
over and over.“I realized the only 
way I was going to learn to play 
Costa’s music was to write it down,” 
Williams said. “So I dubbed the al- 
bum on a cassette so I could have 
control over it and figure it out.” 

When Williams set down to the 
difficult task of transcribing Costa’s 
music, he was only a high school 
junior, 

“I've always believed if you want 
to do something badly enough you 
can do it,” Williams said. “And I 
wanted to do it so much,” 

After he had transcribed two 
songs, Williams got Costa’s address 
from the telephone book and wrote 
him, 

“TI gave him some of my personal 
backgound and assured him the only 
reason for my wanting to transcribe 
his music was as a motivation to 
learning,” Williams said. “I sent him 


-the transcribed manuscripts and ask 


him to critique them.” 

Costa’s reply was prompt. 

“He encouraged me to study mu- 
sic; he said I had a good ear and the 
conception was right on the mark, 
He did make a few marks on the mu- 
sic but he said they were only for 
clarity, nothing else.” 

Williams continued to watch Mr. 
Rogers and listen to Costa’s music. 
At times, Costa would come on cam- 
era with Mr. Rogers. 

Years later, when only a few new 
programs were being taped each 
year, Costa appeared on camera and 
Williams noticed the man whom he 
admired was in failing health. 

In August 1996, Williams re-

A combined search in Southwest 
Coffee County by the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department and 12th Judi-

“He is very intense with his 
work,” Williams said. ““When he’s 
taping, his focus in on making con- 
tact with his audience and establish- 
ing a good rapport with them, He 
doesn’t want anything or anybody to 
distract him from that.”

A total of 109 illegal marijuana 
plants were confiscated by authori- 
tics. The estimated street value of a 
mature plant, based on the usable 
marijuana it will produce, is 
$2,450.00. This places the estimated 
value of the “find” at $267,050.00, 

According to Sheriff Ben Moates, 
this isn’t the largest find in the 
county, butitisasizable one, 

Both men arrested in connection 
with the drug bust were charged with 
possession of marijuana in the sec- 
ond degree and possession of drug 
paraphernalia. Both are misdemean- 
or charges,

Elba Water & Electric Board 
removes cap on late charges

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board voted last week to remove the 
cap on late penalties, the penalty has 
been at a maximum of $35,00, but 
that is no longer in effect, Those 
paying utility bills will pay the same 
percentage, once they exceed the 
minimum regardless of the total, 

Chairman Tim Johnson explained 
that many utility users appeared Lo 
be using the utility as their “last 
source payment,” alter getting mon- 
ey to pay everything else, This is 
costing the on time payers a addi- 
tional money, 

The utility has $5,657.83 in un- 
collected accounts + a large amount 
of this is from one commercial ac- 
count, Johnson told board members. 


Bad debts collected for the year 
total $4,986.34, 

Monthly bills totaled $35,143.73, 

Superintendent James Grimes re- 
po back on the request that the 
utility use concrete light poles. He 
said they have found the cost is high- 
er than first thought and the de- 
partment’s present equipment will 
not handle them, At this time he is 
not recommending the change to 
concrete poles, even in low, wet ar- 
eas, 

The electric department com- 
pleted work on 82 work orders dur- 
ing the month, 

The water department completed 
work on 57 work orders during the 
money, This included fixing 26 wa-

However, just before taping be- 
gan, Williams heard his named 
called to come on stage. 

“He told me to choose where I 
would like to be during the day. You

Middle Income Tax Cuts Begin to Take Shape 


During town meetings on the 
federal budget, I’m often approached 
by people who say they would favor 
no tax cuts or even raising their taxes 
by asmall amount if it would actually 
help solve our federal budget crisis. 
Such willingness to sacrifice is both 
noble and appreciated, but probably 
not necessary. 

Historically, federal tax cuts 
have bolstered tax revenues while 
stimulating economic growthand cre- 
ating jobs. Conversely, history has 
also shown us that tax increases often 
wind up being spent by the politicians 
rather than going to put the nation’s 
fiscal house in order. This is why the 
Conservative Congress continues to 
push for meaningful tax cuts which 
would affect a majority of Ameri- 
cans. Now that progress is being 
made in shaping the details of the 
budget agreement, I would like to 
share some early developments on 
what the tax cuts might look like. 
Keep in mind that these details are by 
no means final and represent a start- 
ing point for further fine tuning. 

To begin, the balanced budget 
agreement contains $85 billion in net 
tax relief over the next five years, and 
$250 billion in net tax relief over the 
next ten years. If passed into law, it 
would represent the first permanent 
tax relief for Americans in 16 years, 
The tax cut package which is still 
being chiseled by the House Ways 
and Means Committee as I write this, 
is focused squarely on relief for 
America’s middle income working 
families. 

According to the Committee, 
some 71.7 percent of all the proposed 
tax cuts would affect those Ameri- 
cans earning from $20,000 to $75,000 
annually. About 16.6 percent of the 
tax cuts would go to those with in- 
comes between $75,000 and $100,000 
annually; 5.8 percent goes to those 
with incomes between $100,000 and 
$200,000; 4.7 percent goes to those

with incomes under $20,000; and 1,2 
percent goes to those with incomes 
higher than $200,000. ‘ 

Two major breakthroughs in- 
clude capital gains and death tax (es- 
tate tax) relief. The budget proposal 
includes broad-based capital gains tax 
relief covering five million Ameri- 
cans, including two million senior 
citizens with capital gains. Specifi- 
cally it would apply a 10 percent tax 
rate for couples with taxable incomes 
of no more than $41,000, and a 20 
percent rate for couples with higher, 
taxable incomes. Americans would 
also benefit through the reduction of: 
death or estate taxes, phasing in an, 
increase in the exemption over nine 
years, from $600,000 in 1997 to $1 
million in 2007, with indexing for 
inflation beginning in 1999. 

Among the tax relief is almost 
$35 billion in post-secondary educa- 
tion tax incentives including penalty 
free withdrawals from IRAs for post- 
secondary education expenses, and 
the creation of education investment 
accounts to allow parents to save tax- 
free for their children’s higher educa- 
tion. And speaking of children, par- 
ents will be in line for a $500 tax 
credit for each child under age 17. 
This would impact 41 million of 
America’s children, Full credit would 
be available to families with incomes 
of up to $110,000, while unmarried 
individuals with incomes up to 
$75,000 would have equal credit. - 

And still, another benefit the 
new tax cuts plan is the creation of 
American Dream savings accounts 
(nondeductible Individual Retirement 
Accounts in which the earnings may 
be withdrawn tax free). This would 
also allow for tax-free withdrawals 
for first-time home purchases. 

As Congress continues work 
onthe five-year balanced budget plan, 
more details and final agreement on 
tax cuts are forthcoming. I'll keep 
you updated here.

GIRLS LEAGUE TO FIELD FOUR ALL-STAR TEAMS 


The Elba Girls Softball League wrapped up its season last week, and af- 
ter the final games, named its All-Star teams that will compete in four age 
divisions in the Alabama Recreation and Parks Association’s district soft- 
ball competition. This will be the first time the league has ever fielded four 
All-Star teams; however, the league had six different age divisions this past 
season, and four of the divisions were eligible for tournament competition. 

The “16 and Under” All-Stars will be a very young squad, with only 
three 16-year-olds, but the Stars should have a very experienced team, and 
should have a real chance at winning some games. The team, despite being 
very young, will have seven starters off the Elba High School team that 
played over thirty games during the school year, and that should give the 
girls the experience needed to compete against the older girls in the tourna- 
ment, With the home-field advantage and the experience on the team, this 
bunch could have a shot at qualifying for state. 

The “14 and Under” All-Stars are also a very young team, but most of 
the girls have played softball since they were in the first grade, and should 
be a solid team. The Stars will have most of the starting line-up that rolled 
through the junior varsity schedule with only one loss for the Elba High 
School squad, and has played enough ball this summer to know what it 
takes to win. Playing in Eufaula will provide a challenge; however, this 
bunch is much better than many may think, and could hang around for a 
while next weekend. 

The “12 and Under” All-Stars will travel to Andalusia for their district 
tournament, and like the older two teams, appear to have a solid team in all 
areas. The league had four teams this past season with plenty of talented 
young players, and the games were hotly contested right up to the final 
night, which should make the girls ready for battle. The team has the hitting 
and defense to win some games, and if the girls play up to their potential, 
they too should have a shot at moving on, 

The “10 and Under” All-Stars will compete in Enterprise, and the hopes 
are high that the Stars will use a season of experience to get some wins at 
the district tourney. This was the first time in three years that the nine- and 
ten-year-old girls competed against each other in league play, and playing 
an entire season with and against each other should pay dividends come 
tournament time, This group has no tournament experience, but does have 
plenty of enthusiasm, and that might be just as important. 

While everyone wants to be an All-Star, that isn’t possible, and last 
week there were more than a couple of teary-eyed youngsters that left the 
park after the announcement of the All-Star teams. When four teams merge 
into one 13-member All-Star team there are a lot of players that are left off, 
and in many cases some of those players might be as good as the ones that 
made the team. The teams are chosen by the coaches, and they simply try to 
pick the very best players that they feel will come to practice and devote the 
time needed to turn the girls into one team. Just because a player doesn’t 
make the team doesn’t mean the player isn’t any good. It just means that 
this time they weren’t picked, and it should make the players work even 
harder next season to make certain they are picked! 


DIXIE BOYS ALL-STARS ARE TOURNEY READY 


The Dixie Boys Baseball League named its All-Star teams last week and 
this will mark the first time ever that Elba has fielded teams in Dixie Boys 
Tournament competition. The boys adjusted well during the season to the 
shorter bases and closeness of the pitching rubber, and now we’ll see just 
how they can do against teams from other towns that have been playing in 
the league for many, many years. The teams may have some growing pains 
this season; however, both All-Star teams are filled with quality players and 
I believe that both teams will represent their league well and leave the other 
teams wishing that Elba hadn’t made the switch.

Traffic deaths up in state following 
speed limit increase on highways

Reports of traffic fatalities in Ala- 
bama for periods before and after 
1996 speed limit increases indicate 
an upward trend in traffic deaths on 
interstates and four-lane U. S. high- 
ways compared with 1995 statistics, 
according to Col. L. N. Hagan, De- 
partment of Public Safety director. 

Legislation enacted in May 1996. 
raised maximum speeds on_ inter- 
states from 65 to 70 miles per hour, 
and allowed maximum speeds on 
roadways with four or more lanes to 
be increased from 55 to 65 miles per 
hour, 

Hagan said data collected for sev- 
en months after speed limits were 
raised indicates a 27 percent increase 
in fatalities on interstates and a 15 
percent increase on U. S. highways 
with four or more lanes. 

Fatality statistics for the 1997 cal- 
endar year (year-to-date) show a 100 
percent increase in rural interstate fa- 
talities, a 15 percent reduction in ru- 
ral fatalities on statE highways, and 
a 6 percent reduction in rural fatali- 
ties on county roads, 

Rural traffic fatalities on U. S. 
roadways remain virtually un- 
changed compared with the previous 
year, Total rural fatalities recorded 
to date for 1997 equal 289, com- 
pared with 283 in 1996. 

Hagan said the DPS continues to 
monitor traffic crash and fatality 
trends to help guide enforcement ac- 
tivities. He said state troopers are fo- 
cusing on speed limit enforcement 
with the help of a federal overtime 
grant. Additionally, troopers recent- 


Pa 


ly received a federal overtime grant 
largeting DUI enforcement. 

Hagan attributed fatality increases 
partly due to decreased trooper pres- 
ence, 

“Clearly, one of the reasons we 
are secing an increase in rural traffic 
deaths is the lack of road troopers,” 
he said. ““We’ve been hanging by our 
fingernails for a number of years.” 

Trooper strength is rebounding, 
however, due to Gov, Fob James’ 
and the Legislature’s support for 
trooper hiring and training, said Ha- 
gan. 

“Thanks to Gov. James and our 
legislators, Public Safety has been 
able to hire and train two classes of 
troopers, with a third class planned 
for late summer,” said Hagan. 

Additionally, DPS has requested 
funding to hire, train and equip two 
classes of troopers during FY97-98. 

“We look to these newly hired 
troopers and the existing officers in 
Highway Patrol to help reverse the 
tragic fatality wend,” Hagan said. 

In addition to enforcement, troop- 
ers work to educate Alabamians re- 
garding the importance of responsi- 
ble driving behavior, said Hagan 

“State troopers urge Alabama mo- 
totists to observe posted speed limits 
and to be aware that higher speeds 
result in more severe crashes and in- 
creased likelihood of death or seri- 
ous injury as a result of crashes, he 
said, 

Although the maximum posted 
speed limit on interstate highways is 
70 miles per hour, troopers estimate 
average speeds on interstates to be 
80 to 85 miles per hour.

Mayor James 
Grimes then postponed any action 
on the appointment until the city at- 
torney could research that issue. 

Monday evening City Attorney 
Jeff Kelley told the council there 
was no nepotism law violation in- 
volved. He explained that the state 
law only addressed the hiring of em- 
ployeés within the 4th degree of kin- 
ship, was not applicable to cities and 
didn’t apply to board appointments. 

Kelley read from an opinion writ- 
ten for Ft. Payne that there is also no 
conflict of the ethics laws. That 
opinion even allows a council mem- 
ber to vote on a board appointment 
when the member has a spouse em- 
ployed by the board. 

The mayor then asked for nom- 
inations for school board appoint- 
ments and Bannin nominated Rose 
Coleman (she had been referred to as 
Rose Russell in previous meetings). 
council member Ronnie Hammond 
seconded the motion. Joining them 
in voting for Russell was Cuuncil 
member Winzell Gray. Council 
members Ben Carpenter, John 
Sharpless and Mayor Grimes voted 
no, thus the nomination died on the 
3-3 tie.
